Phillips Packing House Tokens

A SHORT STORY A BOUT TOKENS 


The word numismatics is a very broad term. It means in a general sense the art of collecting. While this is 
true, the broader scope also includes the collecting of tokens, medals, decorations, odd and curious, script, 
and paper money. 

While the collector of tokens may not be considered by many as a true numismatist, to this writer, it has 
been one of the most interesting phases of my many years of collecting. 

Even the dictionary seems a little confused as to its true identity and is often described in a different man¬ 
ner as you check first one reference and then another, but no matter how many different adjectives you come 
up with, it still boils down to the word token itself, because that is just what it is, a token payment for some¬ 
thing to come later. 

Tokens have been used for many years and for many purposes. They have had many shapes and many val¬ 
ues but the ones that have appealed to me the most are the ones related to the canning houses, seafood pack¬ 
ers, and related industries of which there were many thousands of types used during the late 1800's and ear¬ 
ly 1900's. 

Tokens were issued to workers in lieu of cash for several reasons. During the mid and late 1800's, there 
was often a severe shortage of small change, and the tokens could be used ot the general store, which was 
usually owned by the packer. Thus, he would have some control of the spending of a worker's pay. Tokens 
were used during the week and at the week's end were converted to cash, thus giving the packer the use of a 
week's payroll without having to carry a large amount of money on hand until payday. 

Early tokens were made of brass or a combination of brass and copper, but later tokens were made of 
alum., tin, and other forms of white metal. Some tokens were made of fiber, plastic, glass, paper, and other 
material that could be cheaply made. 

Dorchester County, Maryland, is the home of many well known pioneers of the then little known business 
of packing canned goods, vegetables, and oysters. It was through the efforts of these men that the present 
modern methods of the canning industry has been made possible. Although there have been hundreds of pack¬ 
ers who have contributed greatly to the advancement of the packing industry, I would like to elaborate some¬ 
what on a few of the more prominent ones. 

In about 1875, Colonel James Wallace and son, James, entered the undeveloped business of packing and 
canning vegetables and oysters. Wallace and Son were involved in several types of businesses and all seemed 
to prosper, due to hard work and good business ability. This firm issued five different brass tokens under the 
heading of W and Son. One of the plants was located ot the foot of Gay Street in Cambridge and was later 
purchased by the Phillips Packing Company. The tokens were in the amount of 2 different l's of 2 different 
shapes and descriptions—one was round and one had scalloped edges, one was a 4 and was round with a fan¬ 
cy edge. The 5 was round with a plain edge and the 9 was octagonal with a fancy edge. 

Other pioneers of the business were William Grason Winterbottom, who was later to become a partner in 
the Phillips Packing Company, George W. Woolford, Lake Robinson, Ivy Leonard, Winfield Roberts, William 
Andrews, William Hearn, and, of course, many, many others. Most of these businesses issued tokens. Some 
tokens are extremely hard to locate because once the business was closed or sold, the tokens often had no 
redemption value and were soon lost or destroyed. 

With due respect to all of the packers that did business in Dorchester County, none could compare to the 
founders of the well known Phillips Packing Company. 

Levi Phillips was born at Golden Hill, Dorchester County, Maryland, on November 21, 1868. In 1898, he 
started the parent company under the name of L. 8. Phillips Compony Oyster Packers. This plant was located 
in East Cambridge near the Creek Bridge and packed oysters only. He issued a small brass token which read 
P. Pkg. Co. 3. 


Albanus Phillips wos born ol Golden Hill, Dorchester County, Maryland, on August 31, 1871, and in 1900 
entered the business with his borther, Levi. It was in 1902 with his brother, levi B. Phillips and W. Grason 
Winterbottom, that he organized the Phillips Packing Company. It wos through the efforts of these 3 men that 
the Company became the largest fruit and vegetable packing interest of the eastern part of the United States 
and the largest oyster packing business in the United States. 

The Phillips Packing Company issued tokens of many sizes and shpes, and it is very difficult to put together 
a complete set as it wos the custom to destroy tokens that were no longer in use. In my collection, I have 
twenty one (21) different types of tokens issued by or used by the Phillips Packing Company and 2 medals. 
One medal is brass and wos awarded to the Packing Company by the General Trades International Exhibition 
at London, England, in 1935 for its Phillips Delicious Food Products for Highest Quality, Purity and Flavor. The 
other medal was issued by Phillips in 1942 to commerate the 40th Anniversary Year of Phillips Delicious 59 
Fine Foods. It also is brass coated and both medals are round and 30 MM. 

Phillips Packing Company owned many small plants throughout the Maryland-Delaware area and several in 
the southern states. The main pants, however, were located at Cambridge. After the death of the three found¬ 
ers of this great company, it wos decided to sell all of the packing interest to Consolidated Foods Industries 
who, by the way, still operates several of the plants. 

Rather than try to describe the tokens issued by Phillips, I hove included a copy of my directory covering 
only those issued by Phillips Pocking Company. There are many other tokens from this area issued by small 
companies, and some not so small, that operated in Dorchester Company and, believe it or not, some of these 
companies still use tokens but of another type or material.
